protest. Exceptions w ere granted to 
the case of wells furnishing neces­ 
sary gas to towns and cities, these be­ 
ing perm itted to shutdown on other 
days of the week; and wells which 
cannot be shut do un without physic­ 
al damage* to tile wells, which w e r e ' 
perm itted to reduce their daily pro­ 
duction an equal am ount. 
The o rd er will effect an average 
daily reduction in total Texas pro­ 
duction of about 231,900 barrels, or

1,171,000 barrels. It is substantially 
under the Bureau of Mines estimate 
of m ark et demand fixed at 1,365,700 
barrels daily for Texas, but the latter 
figure is based on last year's produc­ 
tion, and does not take into consid­ 
eration the business recession, which 
has cut sharply into oil consumption.

There’s a clause in the farm bill 
that is going to create some pretty 
perplexing situations if it ever be­ 
comes a law.

ders) any eggs laid by that chicken i 
cannot be sold.

I they would build a Christian home, 
how they would have the Lord Jesus 
j Christ as their Guest and at all times 
j take everything to the Ix>rd in pray­ 
e r . 
The wedding day was set, prep­ 
arations had been made. 
It was the 
I day before the wedding and S e m e n 
I was sitting in his room dreaming of 
the happy tomorrow, when someone 
' a t the door handed him an envelope. 
He was informed that his bride had 
just been drowned while on a boat 
ride with some friends. 
She had just 
rem arked: “ This is my last ride a> a 
bride” , when a strong gale capsized 
the boat. 
All others were saved. 
The young man, shocked 
by 
the 
news, took the m atter to the Lord in 
prayer. 
After a struggle of three 
hours on his knees, Scriven arose and 
had learned to say, “ Lord, Thy will 
be done!” and experienced the Word 
of the Lord: “ Peace I leave you, My 
peace I give unto you! 
Not as the 
world giveth, give ^ unto you. 
Let 
not your heart be troubled neither 
let it be afraid.” 
It was while his m other was pass­

cred lines for her comfort:

F a rm poultry flocks were 1r*r*r 
and more productive on March I this 
year than on the corresponding date 
for several years past, the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics reported r e ­ 
cently. 
The size of farm flocks decreased 
normally during February, but on 
March I averaged about 80 hens and 
pullets per farm, compared with 77 
on March I, 1936, with 76 on March 
Grant 1 I. 1935, and with 85 the March I 
1928-1932 average. 
Total production of eggs on March 
I was reported the largest for that 
date since 
1932, but less than the 
year 1925-34 March I average*. P ro ­ 
duction in the North Atlantic States 
was by 21 per cent the largest March 
I out-turn in 13 years of record, hut 
production in the West North C en ­ 
tral States was the smallest on rec >rd 
except for March I, 1936. 
Produc­ 
tion in all other regions was larger 
than a year ago. 
Farm flock producers may main 
tain the av* rage size of their laying 
flocks above— or at least equal to 
that of last year, through the present 
laying season, said the Bureau. Some
